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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


As the tempo of America’s war effort mounts, de- 
mands upon its citizens for service become more num- 
erous and exacting. To some comes the call to arms; 
others to public service, others to defense industries 
and organizations. No one can possibly escape if he 
would. All must bear a proportionate share of the bur- 
den and the sacrifice. Strong first line fronts on land, 
sea and in the air are needed and can be developed and 
maintained only if there is unity of purpose and com- 
mon determination behind the home front. 

As men are drawn into service the burden of carry- 
ing on rests more heavily upon those forced to stay at 
home. Here, team work becomes increasingly impor- 
tant because of constantly diminishing manpower. A 
general breakdown in essential local activities and law 
observance can only be prevented by whole hearted 
cooperation between citizens and leaders. 

There is no field of endeavor where cooperation and 
compliance with law and regulation are more needed 
than that of forest fire control. The most effective and 
economical effort in this field of activity is that of pre- 
vention. The old adage “‘an ounce of prevention” being 
“worth a pound of cure’ was never more aptly applied 
than to forest fire control. 

The forest fire warden is, by law, the designated 
local dealer in forest fire matters. He exercises his pre- 
rogatives and discharges his duties as such under the 
direction of the State Forester. There was never a time 
when the warden needed each citizen’s good will and 
cooperation more than he does now. With manpower 
waning, fire prevention, through efficient preparation, 
care with fire and compliance with necessary regula- 
tions become a vital duty of citizenship. 

For years efforts have been made to improve the usu- 
al bad spring and fall fire record. It was not until this 
year, however, that this problem was, to a great extent 
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solved when permit burning was more rigidly restrict- 
ed. Forest fire wardens were instructed not to issue per- 
mits except when it was raining and during the wet 
period immediately following rains. This plan worked 
out so well it has been decided to make it the established 
policy governing legal burning. 

Everyone is well acquainted with the several civilian 
defense groups. Many of our fellow townsmen are serv- 
ing in one or other of them. It is only recently, however 
that the Office of Civilian Defense, recognizing the 
threat forest fires are to our timber facilities and re- 
sources and the possible disruption of war activities 
in critical areas, established the “Forest Fire Fighters 
Service.” Its purpose is to provide fire fighters, equipp- 
ed and trained, to strengthen the hand of the local 
forest fire warden; to acquaint the people in the area 
with their responsibility in fire prevention and suppres- 
sion and to provide an opportunity for people in and 
near forested areas to participate in the war effort 
The State Forester is the State Coordinator; the Dis- 
trict Fire Chiefs are District Coordinators and the 
Warden is the Local Coordinator. The Forest Fire 
Fighters Service personnel will be registered under the 
direction of the Office of Civilian Defense; it will be 
trained by the local warden and his assistaants, aided 
by the District Chief. Individual citizens are urged to 
join this service group by applying to their local forest 
fire warden. By becoming a part of this organization 
locally, individuals can contribute their share toward 
the protection of our forest resources which are so 
vital to the war job. 

During this critical period it is more than ever the 
part of good and prudent citizenship to remember 


1. That permission to burn in or near woodland or 
where fire may be communicated to woodland must be 
secured from the forest fire warden when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 


2. To becareful when smoking 1 in or near the woods 
and not to throw lighted cigars, Ge areLtcs or matches 
from moving vehicles. 
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3. To notify your local warden promptly of any fires 
you see. 


4. ‘That fire prevention is the best and cheapest fire 
insurance. 3 


5. To be fire-minded; be careful; be cooperative and 
thus help your warden prevent forest fires. This is 
patriotism at work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School in War Time 


More and more the impact of wartime conditions 
is making itself felt in the lives of our children. Al- 
though we may work earnestly to provide the normal 
conditions of work, play, and growth to which child- 
hood is entitled, it is increasingly difficult to do so. 

Your teachers and superintendent are called on to de- 
vote many hours to duties quite apart from the job you 
are paying them to do. The rationing of food and fuel 
oil, and the sale of war stamps and bonds, represent 
only a part of our duty to Uncle Sam and the boys in 
the service. In order to save gasoline and tires, it has 
been necessary to check over with care all the school 
bus routes in the nation. These routes have been com- 
bined in some cases, and frequently shortened, requir- 
ing children to walk part-way between home and school. 
Lack of transportation has also obliged us to curtail 
teachers’ meetings for the duration. 

Some benefits to children, however, may develop out 
of the war emergency. An increased emphasis on health 
and physical education is one important advantage. 
Many teachers have availed themselves of the First Aid 
courses conducted by the Red Cross. Much attention is 
being given to the matter of nutrition of growing child- 
ren, and school lunches are provided in many schools 
throughout the country. Special efforts are being made 
to interest children in gardening under the ‘Food for 
Victory” program. Such things as these ought not to 
have to wait until a war comes; and they should be con- 
tinued after the conflict is over. 

Some appreciative mention should be made of the 
long and devoted service of the late Dr. Frank Lover- 
ing to the cause of education in our town. Few, if any, 
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in New Hampshire have served as long as he on a local 
school board. Those, like myself, who knew him only 
for afew years, have a great respect for his character, 
his good judgment, and his sympathetic interest in 
childhood; and those who knew him longer must have 
a still deeper feeling of loss at his passing.

A successful dental clinic was held last spring with 
Dr. Pottle and Dr. Deneault in Meredith. A summary 
of the clinic shows that 35 pupils were treated with a 
total number of 170 operations. A similar clinic is be- 
ing planned for this spring.
